Nature bas indeed dealt kindly by South 
Carolina. She has pine and other woods; 
she has the largest beds of 4 9 in the 
world; she has the best of ship-building tim- 
ber she has mar) and lime; she has a climate 
which is very mild and genial, and a soil 
which will grow all the fruits of the topics 
and many of the cereals of the North. In 
May the wheatfields along the lines of rail - 
road through South Carolina looked as prom- 
ising as anywhere in the South, although we 
have been told many times a year that she 
cannot raise wheat. This, citizens say, is 
only true of tne hottest part of the State.

The First Napoleon’s Sleeping Car. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


Mr. W. Barnet Le Van, M. E., of Philadel- 

hia, says that from all accounts, no doubt, 
N apoleon I. used, in 1815, the first sleeping 
dining-room and parlor car” that was ever 
built. This car, or chariot, was taken at 
Waterloo, and was presented to the Prince 
Regent of England, by whom it was after- 
ward sold to Mr. Bullock for $12,500. It 
eventually found its way to Madame Tus- 
saud’s wax work exhibition, London, where 
it may still be seen. This very curious and 
convenient chariot of the First Emperor was 
built by Symons, of Brussels, for the Russian 
campalan, and is adapted for the various pur- 
poses of a pantry and a kitchen, for it has 
places for holding and preparing refresh- 
ments, which, by the aid of a lamp. could be 
h in the carriage.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

The Opposition in England are making a 
good deal of capital out of the awkward 
situation, which they claim to be the direct 
result of substituting GLADSTONE’s Eastern 
policy for that of BACONSFIELD. The policy 
of tne latter, they say, made English influence 
paramount at Constantinople and in Erynt, 
and this influence at Mohammedan head- 
quarters, together with the acquisition of 
control over the Suez Canal, the great high- 
way to the East, fortified the relations of 
England with the Mohammedans of India. 
But it is charged that since the accession of 
GLADSTONE to power, German influence has 
superseded that of England at Constantinople, 
and BisMaRCkK’s intrigues have not only borne 
fruit in the ARABI PASHA insurrection, but in 
the complete isolation of England in the 
matter of enforcing the Anglo-French pro- 
tectorate over Ecypt’s fiscal resources for the 
benefit of her creditors, and in the protection 
of the Suez Canal, which ARABI threatens to 
destroy. 

BISMARCK is supposed to be pleasing both 
Austria and Italy by showing the Sultan how 
he may render his sovereignty over Egypt 
somewhat less nominal than it is, and som 
very suggestive circumstances have indicated 
that ARABI PasHa’s proceedings were secretly 
encouraged and directed from Constantinople. 
It is even said that the :afluence of BISMARCK 
is seen in the attity ue of France, which seems 
inclined to let England fight her way out of 
the Egyptian troubles alone, although she 
joined Fugiana in substituting TEWwFrixk for 
IsmMalj.as Khedive, and in assuming control of 
Egan revenues for the benefit of the 
English and French holders of Egyptian se- 
curities< 

And now ARABI PasHa’s practical dethrone- 
ment of TEWFIK and control of the budget, 
the massacre and expulsion of foreign resi- 
dents under the very guns of British men-of- 
war, the conspicuous loss of British 
influence and prestige where such loss can 
4 have-the worst effect in India and upon the 
security of a vast commercial empire, all com- 
bine with Egypt's English creditors to force 
the GLADSTONE ministry into the very kind 
of a war which, on account of Indla and the 
Suez Canal, England has most reasons to de- 
precate. There is neither glory nor acquisi- 
tion in it forher. She is marshaling her 
fleets and concentrating her troops merely to 
protect her highway and her control of India 
lu a conflict which will array the feelings of 
the Mohammedan world against her, without 
entitling her to much Christian sympathy. 

No land on earth has been more cruelly vic- 
timized by foreign interference than Egypt, 
and ARABI PASHA seems to be trying to rid her 
of burdens and outside influences such as no 
American State would rest under when it 
could by any means throw them off. For 
years past the Government of Egypt has been 
run by rings of foreign jobbers, who led the 
Khedive into all sorts of extravagances, they 
furnishing the money on their own terms, 
stealing it back in contracts and lending it 
again, till the public debt amounted to $500,- 
000,000, and the crops of the poor tillers. of 
the soil were all confiscated to pay the inter- 
est and the expenses of the Government. It 
is said that 2,000 Europeans are now holding 
office under the Egyptian Government; that 
their average pay is that ofa sengal civilian 
whorules Over a conquered province, and 
that their sole aim is to promote the 
financial schemes of various concerns. When 
the crop of the Egyptian peasant’s little patch 
is harvested, he must pay his taxes or sell 
ittoan agent of the Credit Foncier or the 
Bank of Egypt, and he is bastinadoed and 
jailed until he pays by sacrificing his crop 
for money borrowed at an interest of four 
per centa month. In view of such facts, the 
popular support of ARABI PASHA and the out- 
breaks that have recently driven 70,000 for- 
eigners out of Egypt, are not such very 
strange happenings as to be impossible in 
even a Christian country. 

THE THREE GRACES. 

In strict accordance with his promise to 
fill up the vacancies in the St. Louls Police 
board with men who would “do something 
for the party,’’ Bon Patr’s Governor on 
Saturday last named as Police Com missioners 
DANIEL KERWIN, DAVID CARUTH and F. X.

‘manship is not that of the broad and com- 
prehensive kind. He would probably be 
able to see more distressing complications 
resulting from the death of a neighbor’s 
dog than the demise of an EKuropesn 
potentate. Mr. CanutH ig a bachelor busi- 
ness man of some character, very liberal in 
habits and suffering somewhat from an un- 
explainable itch to be Mayor of the city. His 
inexperience in police affairs, coupled 
with his devotion to the party, will make 
him a serviceable and servile tool of the ring. 
Mr. F. X. McCaBE isa young lawyer, who 
probably owes his appointment to the fact 
that he is the partner of WM. C. JONES, who 
is chairman of the Democratic City Central 
Committee, and a probable candidate for the 
Criminal Court Judgeship. He will doubt- 
less bring to the discharge of his duties as 
Commissioner a fair share of that finesse and 
delicacy of divination which enabled him, 
with the assistance of his partner, to adjust 
the unfortunate HaZELTINE-AMWEG diff - 
culty a year ago. The salary of a Police 
Commissioner is $1,000 a year. 

It will be seen that Mr. Alexander 
KINKEAD, the sole sad survivor in 
the Police Board, has been beautifully 
and appropriately relaforced by gentlemen 
who will be likely to avall themselves of his 
superior knowledge and expertence in ical- 
ing with crime. The appointment of LERWIN, 
CARUTH and McCCaBE is hailed with delight 
by all the Democratic ward e.chems and strik- 
ers. They recognize the fact that the police 
force is henceforth to bs a factor in ward poli- 
tics and that appoiniments to the force are to 
be regulated by service tothe Democratic 
party instead of fitness and character. The 
demo.alization which will follow this policy 
wiil soon be felt, and by the time the Legisla- 
ture assembles there will be a strong demand 
for the breaking up of the system which 
takes from the people of this city the right 
of local self-government. One of the primary 
principles of the Metropolitan Potice system 
is to remove the police of the several 
cities of the State from political in- 
fluences. In his original selection of Police 
Commissioners forthis city the Governor 
showed some appreciation of the law and 
regard for the interest of the people who pay 
for the mainienance of their police protect- 
ors. Since his shameful surrender to the 
gamblers Mr. CRITTENDEN has abandoned 
all outward show of decency, and he has now 
thrown bimself into the arms of the scabby 
politicians and has turned the police over to 
the men who will maintain political rings and 
look after his political interests. 

On the 22d inst. delegates will be chosen in 
St. Louis to attend the Democratic State Con- 
vention to beheld at Jefferson City on the 
26th. It is CRITTXNDEN'S desire to have that 
body indorse his feeble administration. The 
first work of the new Police Commissioners 
will be to so employ the polies as to control 
the Democratic primaries in the interest of 
their masters. The spectacle will not bs an 
edifying one to citizens who have an idea that 
police were instituted amone men for the pro- 
tection of life and property and the preserva- 
tion of order, andin the end we doubt whether 
the Democracy of St. Louis or the corrupt 
maunikin in the Gubernatorial office will be 
particularly benefited by the prostitution of 
our public guardians to political ring pur- 
poses. 


Tne New York Times, Tribune and Sun, 
the Philadelphia Times, and the independ- 
ent and anti-Cameron Republican papers in 
the East generally commend the action of the 
Pennsylvania Democrats as unusually saga- 
cious, and their ticket as an exceptionally 
strong one and just suited tothe occasion, 
The New York Times says it destroys Cam- 
eron’s last hope, and that nothing but hie 
surrender can save the Pennsylvanla Repub- 
licans from defeat.

Negligence on the Part of the 
Levee-Builders Submerges 
20,000 Acres.

The Flood in the St. Louls Lumber 
Region—East St. Louis—Along 
the Water Front. 


„The Madison levee has broken again. 
was the rumor that ran along the water front 
this morning at ten oO’clock, its origin being 
the steamer Spread Eagle, which had just 
pulied in at the foot of Carr street direct trom 
Alton. A POST-DISPATCH reporter hurried on 
board asthe excursionists were still disem- 
barking. ‘‘Yes,’’ he was told on every hand, 
yes, it has certainly given way. We saw 
the water pouring in on the corn- 
fields and stretching for miles in- 
land. The pilot of the Spread 
Eagle, Mr. Frank King was found just as he was 
coming out of the pilot-house. 

„ell me about the broken levee,’’ demand- 
ed the reporter. 

‘‘The Madison levee has certainly given 
way.“ he replied. That fact was apparent 
to every one on the boat.’’ 

‘-Where?’’ 

Just below the mouth of the Missouri. The 
break seems to extend almost to the head of 
Jabouret Slough.’’ 

How far below Alton is it?’’ 

should say about eight or nine miles, and 


the break itseif seems to be about three miles 
long, with occasional intermissions.’’

Jou will see here, he continued. that 
right opposite the mouth of the Missouri there 
is a slough around which the dike bends. The 
Missouri River water crosses there and im- 
Dinges on the Illinois bank in this siough. I 
don't know what the condition of the dike is 
behind the slough, as it is out of sight from 
the river, but the whole country there 
seems to be a sea of water. Below 
the siough the break is very evident. You can 
see partof the dike still standing and the 
river water rushing through. As far asI 
could see back into the country fully six miles 
from the pilot-house everything was under 
water. Corn which I had noticed on the up 
trip being as high as you or me was standing 
four feet deep in water; the wheat, which was 
largely shocked and stacked, was floating away 
on the flood in every direction. 
I should say that the whole grain crop of that 
part of Madison county was totally destroyed, 
There must be 20,000 acres of farms inundated 
in sight of the river.’’ 

When did the break begin?“ 

It must have come yesterday. I am 
told that the whole trouble was caused 
by the fact that a farmer near 

head of Jabouret had some 
sixty acres of wheat right on the river 
bank. Whenthe people were building the 
levee this spring, after last year’s weakening, 
they stopped when they came to his wheat 
field and determined to wait until he got his 
grain harvested befere carrying the dike 
across the land. The dike was accordingiy 
not built and it was here that the river first 
broke through. It went ro g 
back up along the inside of the embank.- 
ment for three miles, washing it out in places 
as it went, and then the whole body of water 
headed eastwardly toward Long Lake and the 
low, rich ground back of Venice.’’ 

But there is another system of dikes be- 
hind Venice and throughout that country?“ 

„do not kaow much about the system in 
there. I know they will have to be very strong 
dikes to hold up against the body of water 
that is going in below the mouth of the Mis. 
souri.’’ 

‘*How are the rivers above?’ 

‘*Bank-full. . The Mississippi has spread over 
all the bottom lying between Portage and the 
mouth of the Missouri, on the Missouri side, 
and the Missouri River has filed the bottoms 
above St. Charles. The whole countryis un- 
der water up there. I was talking to a pilot 
this morning in Alton, just in off the Illinois, 
and he had told me that that river was boom- 
ing and more than bank-full all 
the way up. There is water coming 
the issouri out of the Osage 
and Gasconade and Grand rivers. It has been 
raining solid sheets in all the upper river 
country and we are getting the benefit of it 
now.“ 

How big a rise do you look for here?“ 

‘* Another foot or two.’’ 

1 And that will bring us way past the danger 
ne?“ 

‘- Yes, we are past the danger line.“ 

The reporter met Mr. Henry Selig, of Madi- 
son, after some searching and asked him what 
he knew of the broken dike. ‘‘ Very littie,’’ he 
replied, ‘‘further than that I heard this morn- 
ing at Madison thatit had given way at the 
head of Jabouret. AsI understand it, it did 
not break, but the water came through au un- 
repaired break of last year. Of course, it 
amounts to the same thing in the leng run. 
If the water rises much higher, of course, the 
daimage will be tremendous.’’ 

How much countryis inundated?’ 

‘‘Thirty or 40,000 acres. But 

does not state the case fairly. Prob- 
ably twenty-five thousand acres 
of the overflowed region is low, marshy 
swainps, upon which none have attempted to 
raise crops for some years past. I think that 
the damage done will not be heavy. The water 
that pours in passes into Long Lake and passes 
on down between very strong dikes, and un- 
less the water rises at least two or three t 
more the damage will be small; small at ieast 
compared with the last flood.’’ 
Capt. John A. Scudder, of the Anchor Line, 
was seen and stated that he did not believe it 
was possible for the riverto rise more than a 
foot at St. Louis. Oapt. Keiser and a number 
of other steamboat experts corroborated

as the last hait-dozen years 
have wituessed. Againand again the yellow 
tides, sweeping down from the North and 
West, have broken the flimsy levees which the 
farmers in our bottom lands have built along 
the nd torn up thousands upon thou- 
lars’ worth of growing grain. The 
lay thirty feet above low-water 
mark at 8t. Louis. The wharf presents all the 
troubled scenery of the spring floods. The yel- 
low waves are lapping along, creeping nearer 
and nearer every hour to the houses, 
which usually stand over one hundred feet 
away from the river’s edge. At Locust street 
the railway tracks along the levee are sub- 
merged. At the bridge the water is within a 
few feet of the sidewalk. At Morgan sti@ot 
the sidewalk is covered. Above at Oarr and 
north of that thoroughfare up to O’Falion 
street and the Wabash yards the river bends 
out and does not turn in again 
until. it reaches the country about 
the foot of Harrison street. The part of the 
levee south of the bridge, along which goods 
and freight are usually strewn, is a waste of 
yellow water, and the few piles of lumber 
still standing are being carted out of harm's 
way as rapidly as possible. On the east side of 
the river the Cahokia Creek swollen 
beyond bounds by the backwater from below, 
has overflowed at three points. As usual, the 
southern part of East St. Louis catches it 
worse, the main part of the town being so cut 
and crossed by a system of railroad embank- 
ments that it is thoroughly tortified against 
water. Above East St. Louis the farms 
and lowlands of the Canteen country and the 
land lying back of Venice, all of Madison coun- 
ty lying between the bluffs and the river, in a 
word, is at the mercy of the floods. In this 
fertile -bottom there are thougands of farms 
teeming with grain which a few feet more 
water will wipe out thoroughly. 
Coming on the heels of the losses 
sustained in the last three years, broken 
levees in Madison county mean more ruin 
and desolation than the average citizen of S.. 
Louis would credit, All depends on the levee 
system, and, as shown above, one of the most 
important reaches of the Madison levee has 
given away before the hammering of old Mis-

0 NORTH ST. LOUIS. 

The North St. Louis flats are covered with 
water two and a nalt to five feet deep, and 
presents a strange scene as it is tossed and 
rolled by the force of the water from the river 
proper. The Eau Claire Lumber OCompany’s 
yards are under three feet of water, but up to 
this time no loss has been sustained. The rail- 
ways in the yard are all afloat, and the numer- 
ous small piles are floating on the bosom of 
the water. The yards presenta gloomy ap- 
pearance, and two feet additional rise will 
put millions of feet of splendid lumber 
afloat on the river’s current, and the loss will 
be large. The company to-day has put a force 
of men at work to hoom the lumber yards in, 
and the St. Louis Saw Mill Company bas taken 
the same precaution. The rise from six o’clock 
last night to ten o’clock this morning was over 
nine inches, which is almost an unprecedented 
rise on such a body of wateras there now is. 
The water is now 9 encroacbing on Ken- 
nett street, between Buchanan and Dsstreban 
streets, in which case the entire district west 
of Kennett street to the Wabash, 
St. Louis and Pacific Railroad, and between 
Buchannan and Destrehan streets, will fill up 
with water to the depth of four feet. The re- 
sult will be the stoppage of the St. Louis Saw 
Mill and Niedringhaus Bros’ extensive rolling- 
milis. A large force of men and wagons are 
at work to-duy building an embankment along 
the road to keep the water out, but there is 
little to be hoped for in the matter. 

The water has broken into the Schulenburg 
& Boeckeler Lumber Company’s extensive 
yards, Second and Harrison streets, and 10,- 
000, 000 teet of lumber now stands in tive feet of 
water, but there is no chance of any of it get - 
ting away at present. Mr.J.J. Buckley, the 
lumber contractor, with his usual enterprise 
in such cases, has already made arrangements 
to move the Turner Bros. Lumber Company’s 
immense fleets of lumber “from the river 
proper to Kennett street, and the work 
of this company will not be detained 
more than twelve hours. Out of all the mon- 
ster rafts of lumber along the lundings, Mr. 
Buckley is the only superintendent that has 
made a way to get lumber to land and safety. 

EAST ST. LOUIS. 

East St. Louis is considerably agitated over 
the high stage of the waters of Cahokia Creek 
andthe numerous sloughs that surround the 
city. and several families have al- 
ready been compelled. to vacate 
their houses for safer quarters while nu- 
merous others are making active preparations 
to follow in their footsteps. OUahokia Oreek 
has overflowed its banks in several places, 
flooding the lowlands, but thus far the actual 
damage is only trifling. The up 
per portion of the city is nearly 
all under water, that portion 
known as the ‘‘Patch’’ being completely in- 
undated, the houses abandoned or the fami- 
lies remaining living in the second-story with 
three feet of water on the ground floor. The 
sugar mili near the head of the 
island suspended operations, the lower 
portion of the building being inundated. 
About a dozen houses north of the Relay Depot 
contain about five feet of water on ‘the first 
floors, the families moving out last week. 
One old lady occupying a little shanty 
waited till yesterdav to seek other 
quarters, and was compelled to leave 
by the rapidly rising waters without any of her 
household goods. This morning several rail- 
road men built a raft and rescued everything 
not already carried away by the water. The 
lumber yards near the depot are becoming 
submerged, several piles of lumber being 
completely surrounded, but as the pro- 
prietors have taken precautions to prevent a 
joss of property, the damage will be but slight. 
Cahokia Creek, above the bridge trestie- work, 
overfiowed its banks this morning, sub- 
merging half a dozen houses between 
the creéxa and Bowman's dike, the 
roofs of the sheds in the 
vards deing barely visible above the water. 
The transfer stables south of the bridge con- 
tain about two feet of water and are at pres 
ent unoccupied, the stock being removed ves 
terday. The Southeastern is rapidly encroach- 
ing on about twenty houses west of 
the Trunsfer stables, the residents of which are 
hard at work building temporary embank- 
ments against the sidewalks to stay the water’s 
progress, but are meeting with poor suc- 
cess. This morning a portion of the embank- 
ment was washed away and several of 
the houses surrounded bya toot of water. A 
rise of another foot will drive these families 
to the second floor of their houses. The water 
in the sloughs lacks about three feet of reach- 
ing the top of the trestle work, and has 
as yet caused no damage to railroad property. 
A large gang of workmen are busily engaged 
the last few days strengthening the southedst- 
ern track near the transfer stables. The Wil- 
los, in the southern part of the city, are 
worse off than any portion. of 
the city or suburbs, being inhabitea by over a 
hundred families, all of which are living above 
from three to eight feet of water. All business 
in this section is transacted in skiffs or on 
rafts, every family possessing one or more of 
these useful articles. 

The céliars throughout the whole town are 
inundated, many containing eight feet of 
water, while all, without exception, are ren- 
dered useless. The county road contains four 
feet of water from Fast 
to Brooklyn, while 
fields outside the city 
one large expanse Of water. Brooklyn, the 
colored village north of East St. Louis, has 
been protected by a new road built a short 
time since, but this morning the road bed 
showed signs of weakening, and before morn- 
ing the whole village is likely to be inundated, 
as the water at present is nearly three feet 
above the foundations of the houses,

THE DEADLY KNIFE. 
A Kerry Patcher Plunges It Into 
George Rinkel’s Side. 


Officer Kincer Serioasly Assaulted— 
Mills, of the Ladies’ Brigade, to be 
Investigated for Cowardice. 


There was an affray at Rinkel’s Grove yes- 
terdav afternoon in whicn one of the partici- 
pants was very badly and perhaps fatally 
injured and another painfully wounded. 
Rinkelville is a picnicking ground and road- 
house six miles out on the St. Charles rock 
road, and is usually a quiet and orderly place. 
Yesterday it wastaken possession of by an 
Irish society which had engaged the place 
for the day. As is usual, a gang 
of roughs entered into the grove with 
the cheek and braggadocio with which the 
class is endowed, and proceeded to make it as 
disagreeable for the people as they could. In 
the afternoon, as their veins began to swell 
with courage generated by stale beer and cheap 
whisky, the Kerry Patch toughs began looking 
around them forarow. They numbered about 
a dozen or fifteen, and, after getting full, held 
high carnival in one part of the grove. Their 
insulting and insolent conduct to respectable 
people caused them to be complained of 
to the proprietor, George Rinkel. This gen- 
tleman went up to the toughs and in a 


gentlemanly way requested them to behave. 
They paid no attention to what he said, but 
continued to act in a boisterous manner. 
This angered Rinkel and he proceeded to 
thrash one of the number, a voung hoodlum 
named Dick Barry, alias Barrett. The latter 
drew a knife, and, asthe owner ofthe place 
made at him, plungea it into his side. Rinkel 
was overcome and fell tainting to the ground. 
A cry was raised that he was murdered, and 
the toughs proceeded to clear out. 

THE ALARM 
had been communicated to two policemen 
On special duty then—Kinceer and Welis— 
and they started after the fugitives. They 
readily overtook them and Kincer ran up to 
Barry, saving as he caught him by the arm, 
„I want you. Barry wrenched himself away 
from the officer, and then the whole mob pro- 
ceeded to pummel himup. Officer stood 
by apparently too much terrified todo any- 
thing. Finally with an effort he drew his pis- 
tol and ordered the crowd to @raw back, at 
the same time flourishing his weapon in rather 
a dangerous fashion. The crowd paid no at- 
tention to his just command, but kept 
right on doing up his partner in the most ap- 
proved style. Kincer was not kiiled, for, by a 
lucky accident, aman named John Lightner 
rushed up at this juncture, and, seeing that the 
officer Was getting the worst of it, commeuced 
firing into the crowd. The fasilade scattered 
them and they went their way tothe city. Of- 
ficer Mills kindly assisted his wounded partner 
to a piace of safety and then hastily proceeded 
to paralyze the toughs, who by this time were 
tar on their way to P aces of safety in the laby- 
rinthsof Kerry Patch. Doctors were called and 
Rinkel attended to. The wound was near bis 
heart and would have entered it had it not 
been that the knife glanced against a rib, thus 
warding it off. This morning Rinkel, though 
weak from loss of blood, was in a fatr way to 
recover. The police are on the track of Barry 
and expect to lodge him in jafl during the day. 
A warrant for assault to killhas been sworn 
out against him, and he will be held under 
this when caught to awaitthe result of Rin- 
kel’s injury. 


BARRY 

is one of the worst of the Kerry Patch 
toughs, and has often been in 
the Third District Station-house for 
various offenses. Not long ago he wess in for 
stealing a horse and buggy. Inquirles were 
made by a reporter this morning as to the ac- 
tion of Ufficer Milisin not coming 8 to 
the assistance of his brother copper. be- 
longs to what is known as the ‘‘ladies’ bri- 
gade,’’ an Berga 1 — over the 
crossings at Fourth street and Washington av- 
enue his moral and physical courage has 
never been tho hly tested. According to 
his own story he did not comenp in time to 
lend any assistance to Kincer, but on 
this fact there is a contradic- 
tion. Capt. Huebler said he did 
not know the officer well, and could say noth- 
ing about him. Any man should be bounced 
from the force who would not aid his fellow ot- 
ficer. Frank Watkins did not knowhim. He 
said the position in which the men had been 
described as standing would have justifiea 
Mills in shooting as many of the töughs as pos- 
sible, and an officer was to blame for not com- 
ing to another’s assistance in this very 
way. The case against Mills will 
be iavestigatea to-day, and it he was 
to blame he will be suspended by the Board of 
Police Commissioners at their next meeting. 
Officer Kinceris reported as resting quietly 
this morning, Hisjawhas been properly set. 
He will not be able to do duty for some time to 
come. He is described by the principal police 
officers as being a nervy and brave little om 
cer.

Mr. Clint. Dutcher Arrested in 
East.

The Latest Development in the Grain In- 
spection Imbroglio. 


The East St. Louis Board of Trade assumed 
the aggressive, this morning, when their sec- 
retary, M. Millard, visited Squire Draggon’s 
court and swore out a warrant forthe arrest 
of Clinton O. Dutcher, grain inspector at the 
East St. Louis elevator. The charge was 
that on the Ist day af July Clinton O. Dutcher 
unlawfully inspected cars and lots of grain 
received by certain warehouses and elevators 
in East St. Louis without being legally ap- 
pointed inspector. The warrant was placed 
in the hands of Constable Zim- 


mermann, and when he arrived 
at the elevator Mr. Dutcher was just conclud- 
ing his morning inspection. About a dozen 
other parties were present and when the con- 
stable read the warrant. all seemed surprised, 
but offered no resistance, Mr. Dutcher accom- 
paning the constable to the Justices office. 
Squire Draggon proposed to release the in- 
spector on his own recognizance, but Mr. 
Dutcher pretended to be desirous of going to 
Jail, and advised the Justice to commit him. 
Instructions were given to the Constable to 
oblige the inspector by locking him up, but 
Mr. Dutcher reconsidered the situation 
and agreed to furnish bond, He was released 
on his own recOgnizance, the case being set 
for this afternoon. The fine if imposed can- 
not be less than $50, or more than $100. Mr. 
Millard was seen and gives it as his opinion 
the difficulty will be amicably adjusted 
this week as the St. Louis board promises to 
revise the quo warranto pa Wednesday 
and submit them to the East Louis Board. 
Should an understanding not be reached the 
matter will be brought up before Judge Sny- 
der in the Bellevilie Circuit Court Saturday.

A GRAVE CHARGE. 


Serious Accusation Against Dr. 
Robert McWilliam.

The Story of the Death of Gussie 
Ellergood. 


At half-past eight o’clock last evening Dr. 
Robert McWilliam was arrested on a charge of 
abortion at his office, No. 1112 Morgan street, 
by Detectives Hugh O'Neill and 
Stewart. On last Wednesday evening 
4 woman named Gussie Ellergooa 
was taken very sick at the piace she was work- 
ing—the residence of Dr. Edgar Park, No. 1818 
Washington avenue. A city ambulance was 
summoned, and she was conveyed first to the 
Dispensary, thence to the Oity Hospital. 
The next day, as she grew much 
worse, she was transferred to the Female 
Hospital. She was treated for debility until 
she confessed to a nurse that she was sufferi 
from the effects ofan attempt to commit. 
abortion upon her. She was questioned as to 
the author of it and finally reluctantly an- 
swered that it was Dr. McWilliam, naming his 
address. The woman, 3 
in a terrible manner, died Saturday morn- 
ing. After her death an investigation 
of her body was made by Dr. Schenck, the 
superintendent of the hospital, and he found 
that the woman had been butchered up in @ 
most horrible manner. The Doctor notified 
the Coroner, and that officialjlast night cansed 
Dr. McWilliam to be arrested. Frank Wat- 
kins, Chief of Detectives, had also been notified 
and on the advice of the 
Coroner he sent two men to make the arrest. 
Dr. Park, for whom the woman worked, stated 
that she had been in his employ as a cok 
the past four months;that she had said 
home was at Carlyle, III. She had deen visited 


by a man frequently during her employment
